Wc cannot here tind now .wrlte the ver- 
dict of history oti John Foster Dulles aa sk- 
rctary of Btatc. 

But in our own time, with only the short 
perspective of his final tragic illnew, we 
can recognize him as a valiant, dedicated 
aeiricss diplomatic soldier who may literally 
have given his life In the service of his coun- 
try. 

He was a soldier who did not serve In 
vain. He personally, as perhaps no other 
Blnglo^secrctary of state In Jilsjory, Rave free 
" men a rockllke defense agalnat " the aggres- 

-itveforce-of-totnlltnrian-tyranny,— ' 

In hl3 six crowded years as President El- 
setihowcr's lorelgn alfalrs chief, Dulles 
traveled a lantaslic 560,000 miles, visiting 
"flpiln~artd "Hfraln^cvery'-sensltlre-comer-of 
_.Uie_g]Dbc, He. cIeVatcd_.fnce-toj:|i"Je-dlpIo: 
macy to levels never before Imoglped. 
" Thc PfcsIdenf gdvdiilm iih7amaanE!iy 
free hand In setting the course of American 
policy. He was the boss of Uic 5tote depart- 
ment, and in effect he took It with him 
wherever he went, 

Dulles believed that to assert the free 
world'a strength effectively agahist en- 
croaching commiintsm, It waa necessary not 
only to. hold a tight Une but to talce risks. 
By hla own word, he did. 

He was a' tough negotiator, a fit adver- 
sary for the stubborn Russians and red Chi- 
nese. He was willing to move to the edge of 
conflict to for.ce hb opponents to back 
down. 

These tactics kept the red Ude in check. 
But they did not break the stalemate. And 
jnj;onscauence_oLthat^jiUca_WQa-iW3nlt 
ed In some" quarters as too rigid, too unim- 
aginative to lead the free nations to a last- 
ing peace»Jcce of cold war tensions. 
Some ot.the jntUtant phrases he mcd, like 

".allatlQn.l_wcre_jy:ltlclM!Lj«i '■ 

' cither provocative or empty of meanlne. r 
Yet the, real meaning of Dulles was not 
what ho sold but what he did. Free men 
everywhere saw - this the Instant he was 
itrickcn and cojjld no longer serve^ ., 

Many 6ncd"alteptfcal Asians are" glad' to- 
day that Dulles held firm against Pelplng 
■when It pushed against Iho tiny but sym- 
bolic offshoro Chinese Islands of Qucmoy 
and Matsu. They are coming to seo the lace 
of communism as he saw it. 

The Europeans, who many times felt him 
Inflexible In cold war dealings, were stun- 
ned when he was no longer there to stand 
firm. They were gratetul for his sturdlticss 
In Berlin, in the Lebanon-Jordan Middle 
^ut crisis, tn the Trieste settlement that 
removed a soro spot for free Italy. 

His six years at the core of trouble In 
one of the world's most troubled times were 
the crown of a lite devoted to dltilomacy 
and pointed toward, the post of secretary 
of state. 

While ID and sUlI a Junior at Princeton, 
Dulles went to his first world conference for 
.Theodore Roosevelt. Diplomatic osslgmnents 
came often thereafter. The greatest before 
the EJsenhowcr era was his brilliant super- 
vising or the post-World war H Japanese 
peace treaty. 

Historians will decide whether any man 
could have gone beyond holding the line 
and led us closer to lasting peace Jn this 
— tense" HgerWliatcvcr "their Judgment ol this 
man. It will surely bo sold that he tried- 
tried to the limits of hla ability and energy. 
The -world honon hlm-for his tireless- ef- 
forts to keep free men free and moke them 
secure. 



COEXISTENCE, HOME-STYLE 
There have always been blocs In congress, 
groups ot lawmakers banded together In 
pursuit of common interests and goals. But 
they seem to be getting more numerous, 
and thcro Is a certain disadvantage In this 
trend. 

Of long standing are the southern bloc 
and the mid-western farm group. More re- 
cently , a- more conscious unity has been 
developing among the western states. The 
additions ol Alaska and HaWall to the west- 
em segment put fresh' emphasis on It.
